Odds are Utah will never legalize gambling

Despite a variety of efforts to legalize the lottery 
and other forms of gambling in Utah, the state will 
more than likely remain the only one in the conti- 
nental United States without any form of commer- 
cialized gambling, said legislators on both sides of 
the issue. 

For years the Utah State Constitution has prohibit- 
ed the legislature from authorizing “any game of 
chance, lottery or gift enterprise under any pretense 
or for any purpose.” 

The constitutional mandate also prohibits certain 
forms of gambling activities by designating them as 
criminal offenses and includes them in the Utah 
Criminal Code. 

Still, many efforts have been made throughout the 
years to legalize various forms of gambling, said 
Arlo James, a Democrat from Kearns who served 
14 years in the Utah House of Representatives. 

“T tried nine times to get an initiative on the ballot 
that would bring the lottery to Utah,” James said. 

“I got 4.5 percent of the voters from all 29 coun- 
ties to sign a petition in 1985 and still the bill never 
made it to the ballot,” he said. 

To get an initiative to the ballot, 5 percent of vot- 
ers from 13 counties must sign a petition, he said. 

James introduced the bill for the lottery with a 
written-in clause providing for 51 percent of the 
profits to go to education and still never had any 
luck, he said. 

The lottery is not the only gambling issue that has 
fought for a place on Utah ballots in the past. 

In 1992, advocates for parimutuel betting success- 
fully placed an initiative on the ballot that would 


_ allow voters to authorize wagering on horse races in 


their county. Initially, the proposal was met with a 
lot of support. 

“We got off to a great start,” said Haynes Fuller, a 
Democrat from Eden who served in the House when 
the issue first came up. 

In June of 1992, five months before the vote, the 
Salt Lake Tribune reported that 46.3 percent of 
Utahns were for the initiative. 

Those against the initiative made up 46.5 percent 
of voters. 

Shortly before the poll was taken, the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints issued a formal 


declaration waging war against the initiative, Fuller 
said. 

This statement by the Church and subsequent 
donations by Church members to the campaign 
against the initiative killed the bill, he said. 

Besides a few brief moments of hope, the political 
climate in Utah has remained the same for years,

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Wyoming race track

Wyoming voters denied a gambling initiative in 
a 69-31 percent vote in the elections last fall, but 
Utah residents contribute to bingo, parimutuel 
and off-track gambling purses that are legal in 
Wyoming. 

The state allows anyone over 19 to participate in 
these forms of gambling. 

The Wyoming Downs Racing Track started in 
1985 and is located in Evanston, Wyo., a mere 
two-hour drive from most parts of the Salt Lake 
Valley. 

“T would say about 90 to 95 percent of our cus- 
tomers are from Utah,” said Eugene Joyce, gener- 
al manager of The Wyoming Downs Racing 
Track. 

Joyce said he has worked at a number of race- 
tracks and the Downs in Evanston has about the 
youngest crowd of them all. 

“Evanston has an appeal to people who live in 
Salt Lake Valley,” Joyce said. “It is a cooler, 
inexpensive place for students to get away during 
the summer.” 

Last August, one BYU student, who didn’t want 
her name used, made $350 in a day’s betting at 
the Downs. 

The student, 20, a sophomore majoring in ani- 
mal science, said she “just looked at the horses 
and knew” which would win. 

There were 13 races total on the day she attend- 
ed the Wyoming Downs, and she won money on 
each of 10 upon which she actually bet. Her 
biggest net on a single race was $200. 

The student said she and her friends who raise 
and race horses went because they knew a lot of

people at the Downs. 

“Tt was a blast,” she said. “When they open 
again this year, I am there.” 

David Robertson, vice president of the National 
Coalition Against Legalized Gambling, headed 
Wyoming’s fight against the gambling initiative 
last year. 

Robertson said the reason the movement was 
trying to bring gambling into Wyoming was to 
attract residents from the Wasatch front. 

“Evanston was one of the hotbeds, and they 
planned on reaping rewards from Utah especial- 
ly,” Robertson said. 

Robertson said there was speculation by the 
gambling movement in many of Wyoming’s bor- 
der towns. ; 

“There was a lot of real estate bought in° 
Evanston,” Robertson said. “I know of several 
stores with offers made to buy them if eamblnes 
passed.” 

Gambling requires a large population bee to: 
support it and Wyoming does not have that base | 
without outside support for gambling, Robertson 
said. 

“The gambling movement planned to draw from: 
the Utah front,” Robertson said. “It is obvious - 
from their efforts to buy property and it is logi- 
cal.” 

The Downs Racing Track uses TV, radio, bill- 
boards and print advertising to attract customers 
from the Salt Lake area. Joyce said it spends 
about $150,000 on advertising in the three-month 
horse-racing season. 

Joyce estimated about 90 percent of its racing 
horses are from Utah as well. 
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Church does not discipline gamblers

from the First Presidency. 

“Experience has clearly shown gam- 
bling to be harmful to the human spir- 
it, financially destructive of individu- 
als and families and detrimental to the 
moral climate of communities.” 

The statement continued by stating 
that the attitude of the Church on this 
matter has been consistent and clear 
for a period of more than a century. 

Regarding the eligibility of those

Legislation introduced 
to study gambling effects

In 1993, Americans made more trips 
to casinos than they did to Major 
Ballparks, and U.S 
Representative Frank R. Wolf, R-Va., 


' introduced legislation last month to 
| ferny a commission that will study the 
' impact of gambling on the nation. 


“The question facing the commis- 


sion will be: Are we (the government) 


trading long-term economic growth 
-and prosperity for short-term gain,” 
‘Wolf said when introducing ue pro- 
iposal to Congress. 

According to Wolf, reports ise 
that state and local governments will 
continue to authorize more gambling 
‘Operations in the hope that they will 
‘be an economic bonanza. 
| Wolf proposes that the commission 
‘should review the costs and effective- 
ness of state and federal gambling 
'regulatory policies, including whether 
‘Indian gaming should be regulated by 
istates as well as by the federal gov- 
aca 
“Indian gambling accounts for 5 
leroent of all casino gambling and 
\that figure is growing at an extraordi- 
inary: rate,” Wolf said. 

“There are currently less that 30 
staff persons to regulate Indian gam- 
‘ing Operations throughout the coun- 
try?’ the said. 
| Wolf also proposes that the commis- 
sion, study the economic impact of 
‘gambling on other businesses. 


“Gambling cannibalizes other busi- 
nesses such as restaurants,” Wolf said. 

“For example, the number of restau- 
rants in Atlantic City (N.J.) declined 
from 243 in 1977, the year after casi- 
nos were legalized, to 146 in 1987.” 

The proposed commission would 
also study the relation of crime to 
gambling. 

In 1992, the “Wall Street Journal” 
reported that since 1976, Atlantic 
City’s police budget has tripled to $24 
million while the local population has 
decreased 20 percent. 

Overall from 1977 to 1990, the 
crime rate in Atlantic City rose 230 
percent, according to Wolf’s research. 

Organized criminal activity is so 
pervasive that the American Insurance 
Institute estimates that 40 percent of 
all white collar crime is gambling 
related. 

Other topics Wolf proposes that the 
commission study include: reviewing 
political contributions and the influ- 
ence of gambling promoters on the 
development of public policy regulat- 
ing gambling, the impact of patholog- 
ical and teenage gamblers on society 
and the disproportionate number of 
low-income gamblers. 

According to Wolf, there are 37 
state lotteries, casinos operate in 23 
states and 95 percent of all Americans 
are expected to live within a three or 
four-hour drive of a casino by the year 
2000. 

Only two states, Hawaii and Utah, 
forbid wagering. 


Idaho lottery ticket top sellers 
say Utahns buy large percent

Utahns are crossing the border with 
the hopes of winning big money in 
Idaho. 

Between 80 and 
90:percent of the 
lottery tickets are 
purchased by 
Utahns at the No. | 
and No. 3 top sell- 
ing ticket distribu- 
tors in the state, 
owners said. 

“We have a lot of 
people from Utah 
buy lottery tickets 
because Utah does- 
n’t have that form 
of recreation,’ said Bob Green, owner 
of Kwik Stop in Malad, Idaho, the 
number one seller of lottery tickets in 
the state. 
> Green said between 85 and 90 per- 
cent of the people buying tickets are 
from. Utah. 

Some form of commercial gambling 
is legal in every state except Utah and 
Hawaii. The lottery has been in Idaho 
six in July, Green said. 

About 80 to 85 percent of the people 
who. buy lottery tickets at Jones 
Confectionary Lounge in Pocatello, 
Idaho, the third largest distributor of

tickets in the state, are from Utah, 
said Royce Jones, the owner. 

The three counties closest to the 
Idaho-Utah border, Franklin, Cassia 
and Oneita, sold a total of $21 million 
in lottery tickets in 1994, said Carol 
Hickman, assis- 
tant to the direc- 
tor of the Idaho 
state lottery com- 
mission. 

People may buy 
a lottery ticket for 
$1. “ve had peo- 
ple say one ticket 
is enough to win,” 
Green said. 
“$2,800 was the 
largest amount 
I’ve sold to one 
person, but he may have been buying 
for a group of people.” 

According to Green, the bigger the 
jackpot, the larger amount spent on 
tickets. 

With the jackpot at $55 million, 
Green said the sales have soared. 

He said it was the lure of money. 
“Where else can you put down a $1 
and have a chance of winning $55 
million?” he said. 

Since Green has owned his store, all 
of the large winners have come from 
Utah, he said.. 
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“Utah quarter horses are considered 
the best of the breed and need a place 
to run,” Joyce said. 

“There is a symbiotic relationship 
between Wyoming Downs and horse- 
men ‘of Utah,” Joyce said. “It would 
be a financial burden on Utah trainers 
ifethey had to ship them all over the 
place.” 

Joyce said Utah horses and horse- 
men get a start at the Downs and go 
on td  bigg er places. He said Utah is 
ranked third nationally as a producer 
of racing horses. 

‘“Florse racing is a fun event,” Joyce 
said.““Most bring beach chairs and lay 
out in the sun on the bench of the 
track.” 


Joyce said the betting is actually 
secondary and he makes more money 
from concessions than from the gam- 
bling at the track. 

Parimutuel wagering is where the 
money is put into one pool. About 80 
percent of the bet goes back to the 
betters. Of the leftover 20 percent, 12 
percent of the proceeds go to the 
horsemen and 8 percent goes to the 
State. 

The Wyoming Downs Racing Track 
begins its season the Saturday of 
Memorial Day weekend and runs 
through Labor Day. 

Races are held each Saturday and 
Sunday of the traditional summer sea- 
son.

Total gaming revenues for 
the Las Vegas area in 1994 
was 5.43 billion dollars, 
Jicinsky said. 

Casinos retain the highest percent- 
age of gambling money on a game 
called wheel of fortune, Jicinsky said. 
For every dollar spent by gamblers, 
the house makes about 45 cents. 

“Games offering the highest payoffs 
are generally the hardest for gamblers 
to win,” Jicinsky said. 

Even people who know they will 
lose money gambling still press their 
luck, Collings said. 

“I went to a Statistician convention 
in Las Vegas. It was interesting to see 
statisticians gamble,” she said. 

Some individuals gamble for pure 
entertainment. “They say, ‘I have $20 
to spend, and gamble until they lose 
their money,” Collings said. 

Most gamblers are driven by the 
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likely to pass as it was two years ago, 
said Rep. Brent Haymond, R- 
Springville. 

“The legislature is much more con- 
servative now than two years ago 
when the parimutuel bill was consid- 
ered,’ Haymond said. 

“The values of our society are more 
back to the basics than on promoting 
quick fixes and quick money,” he said. 

Shortly after the Church issued the 
statement against parimutuel betting, 
financial reports disclosed that John 
Huntsman, an active member of the 
LDS church, had donated $60,000 to 
Utah Citizens Against Parimutuel 
Gambling, the group opposing the ini- 
tiative. 

This anti-betting group reported 
raising more than $530,000 in dona- 
tions, mostly from LDS members, 
according to financial reports released 
by the group. 

Those supporting the initiative, 
Citizens to Put Utah First, reported 
raising only $130,000. 

In the end, the initiative won in only 
six counties and was defeated 4-1 in 
Utah County. 

After the defeat, members of the 
pro-initiative group were not opti- 
mistic. “With the kind of opposition 
we’ve had, there is nothing to indicate

possible consequence, Michael Ehlert, 
an instructor in the Psychology 
Department, said. 

Ehlert identified three factors that 
contribute to the behavior of gam- 
blers. The individual’s experience 
making exchanges for commodities, 
the schedule of reinforcement (of cer- 
tain games) and the frame from which 
individuals are working all influence 
a gambler’s behavior, Ehlert said. 

“Most gambling involves the vari- 
able ratio schedule,” Ehlert said. 

He explained that gamblers have to 
do something in order to be rewarded 
and that they never know when that 
reward will come. 

“They must see the relationship 
between behavior and its conse- 
quences,” Ehlert said. “The behavior 


the same thing wouldn’t happen 
again,” spokesman Jon Freston told 
reporters in November 1992. “The 
Church killed us,” Freston said. * 

Since the parimutuel initiative was 
defeated, few efforts to legalize any 
forms of gambling in the state have 
been made. 

Efforts to clamp down on illegal 
gambling within the state have been 
successful. 

In 1994, Rep. Michael Waddoups, 
R-Bennion, sponsored a bill to pro- 
hibit gambling in bars and provide for 
the suspension or revocation of liquor 
licenses for violations of the law. His 
bill passed.

could be putting a quarter in 
the slot and pulling the arm.” 

The number of responses 
required before receiving a 
reward is unknown, Ehlert 
said. 

“You could get the jackpot 
in 10,000 pulls or you could 
get that jackpot on this pull,” 
Ehlert said. “If the gambler 
knew when to play to win the 
jackpot, there wouldn’t be any 
risk.” 

Ehlert said gamblers are not just 
motivated by money. “The motivation 
is not just monetary but the thrill that 
is associated with it,” Ehlert said. 

While some people gamble for the 
thrill, Ehlert said most people gamble 
because they need money. 

“People who have money are less 
prone to gamble,” Ehlert said. 

“Those who are on the margin and 
need that reward to survive are most 
likely to gamble,” he said. 

Ehlert said gambling also requires 
the behavior of gambling establish- 
ments. 

“Establishments have a very fixed 
cost in the long run,” Ehlert said. The 
establishment is “playing on igno- 
rance” in order to make money. 


Waddoups said. “Now law enforce- 
ment agencies have more teeth to 
clamp down on offenders.” 

Many» people justify the legalization 
of gambling by saying that the funds 
will go to education and will pick-up 
the environment, these people have 
yet to convince the general public of 
that, Waddoups said. 

“Frankly, the state of Utah will not 
do it (legalize gambling) soon,” he 
said. 

Although he believes the state 
would benefit financially from the lot- 
tery and still pushes for it to be legal- 
ized, James agrees with his 
Republican counterparts. “I really 
don’t foresee the people changing 
their minds.”

The average compulsive gambler 
starts betting at the age of 14, has a 
high IQ, strong work ethic and applies 
common sense to every aspect of his 
life, except gambling, said Tom 
Herity, office manager of the Council 
on Compulsive Gambling of New 
Jersey. 

“We are a country built on gam- 
bling, George Washington bet on 
horses and as an army general, issued 
an edict on the morality of gambling,” 
Herity said. “The first three universi- 
ties in America — Columbia, Yale and 
Harvard — were built in part by lottery 
proceeds,” Herity said. 

Herity’s organization, The Council 
on Compulsive Gambling of New 
Jersey, Inc., maintains a national toll- 
free 24 hour hotline, 1-800-GAM- 
BLER, to assist compulsive gamblers 
and other callers by providing infor- 
mation, education and referral ser- 
vices. 

Herity said he refers most of his 
callers seeking help to Gamblers 
Anonymous, a 12-step group. 

There are no Gamblers Anonymous 
groups in Utah County, but there is 
one group that meets every Tuesday 
in Salt Lake City at the County 
Complex. 

According to a Gamblers 
Anonymous member, who wished to 
remain anonymous, there are 10 
members of the Salt Lake group and 
that is the only group in the state. 

“We see lots of people come and go, 
not many people stay with it,” the 
G.A. member said. 

For Gamblers Anonymous meeting 
information call 566-3390. 

The CCGNJ has outreach programs 
and has made presentations at high 
schools, senior citizens groups, 
employee assistance program work- 
shops and drug and alcohol treatment 
centers.

Crowe was elected this month as 
a member of the board of directors 
of the Assembly on Literature for 
Adolescents, otherwise known as 
ALAN. ALAN is composed of 
teachers, authors, librarians, pub- 
lishers and all others with an inter- 
est in adolescent literature. 

“I’ve been a member for 10 
years,’ Crowe said. 

“TI was elected for a position 
twice before but didn’t win.” 

A member of the board of direc- 
tors serves for three years then 
elects someone to take his place, 
Crowe said. The possible candi- 
dates are then voted upon by all 
the members of ALAN. 

Crowe hopes to make many see 
the value in adolescent literature. 

“Adolescent literature is too eas- 
ily discounted as sub-literature,” 
Crowe said. “The classics are 
regarded heavily instead.” 

As a board member, Crowe will 
also be involved with publications 
and research, he said. Crowe will 
cover trends in the field of adoles- 
cent literature and censorship. 

“Censorship is not unique to 
Utah,’ Crowe said. 

Last year Payson censored an 
adolescent literature novel, “A 
Day No Pigs Would Die,” Crowe 
said, but most school districts 
don’t have a problem. 

Crowe said the adolescent litera- 
ture market is declining due to 
advanced teen readers who jump 
to adult fiction and a decrease of 
kids who used to like to read. 

Despite the falling market, 
Crowe does see new adolescent 
literature genres reaching 
teenagers. 

“Horror fiction has become an 
incredible seller,” Crowe said. 
“They don’t always contain great 
writing, but the kids love them.” 

Crowe’s new responsibilities 
will include organization of con- 
ferences, teaching workshops and 
publishing adolescent literature 
related material. 

Crowe said he wants to convince 
teachers and others that adolescent 
literature can be taught in the 
classroom and is of literary worth.

Russian economy 
shows signs 
of stabilization

The general director of Business 
World, a Russian weekly economic 
newspaper, told Marriott School of 
Management students that the 
Russian economy is showing its first 
signs of stabilization in his lecture 
Friday. 

Mikhail Rostarchuk said, however, 
that Russian people are questioning 
the benefit of economic reform 
because they do not have guarantees 
of jobs or homes as they did under the 
old system. 

“Right now, everybody has to work 
hard,” Rostarchuk said. “And believe 
me, it is very hard for everybody.” 

Rostarchuk said the government has 
not yet fulfilled a lot of its goals to 
help the economy. 

Signs of stabilization include a 
lower inflation rate, just 4 percent to 5 
percent as the latest figure, and a push 
in the newly-elected parliament for 
better tax legislation, Rostarchuk said. 

“Russia still does not have! legisla- 
tion to support industry — another 
fault of the government,” he said. 

Despite the economy’s signs of sta- 
bilization, Rostarchuk also said 
Russia’s gross national product fell 15 
percent from 1993 to 1994 and has 
fallen 39 percent since just 1991. 

Capital investment is another weak 
area for Russia. Investment decreased 
26 percent from 1993 to 1994. 

» “Imagine what that would mean for 
the United States,” said Rostarchuk, 
after reviewing several statistics about 
the troubled economy in Russia. 

’ He said an area the government is 
trying to revitalize is foreign invest- 
mient. 

, Foreign investment remains small, 
especially because investors are look- 
ing for options with quick returns. 
American companies, for example, 
want returns in only one year and will 
have to change their mentality to real- 
ly help Russia, Rostarchuk said. 

Another problem is that imported 
farm products are cheaper than 
Russian-produced because middle- 
men have gotten involved in the trans- 
actions and increased the prices. 

President Boris Yeltsin plans to get 
involved in the protection of these 
farmers and has also made oil produc- 
tion a priority industry, Rostarchuk 
said. 

Rostarchuk was trained as an engi- 
neer before he started reporting for a 
science/technology newspaper. 

He then worked as an investigative 
reporter for the major government 
newspaper. 

While there, he told his editor he did 
not agree with the newspaper’s con- 
nection with the political party. 

Rostarchuk. was then fired and 
expelled from the party. 

Since starting the independent busi- 
ness newspaper in Russia’s struggling 
economy, Rostarchuk said he likes 
being able to print whatever he wants. 

He said it is very difficult to make 
money because he has to secure 
advertisements whereas the govern- 
ment used to fully support the news- 
papers for which he worked.

About 20 students will 
in internships in Japan

At least 20 BYU students will work 
in Japan this summer as part of the 
Japan seminar and intern program. 

The program, developed by Lee 
Farnsworth, professor of political sci- 
ence. has been running for five years. 
This year both the U.S. and Japanese 
governments will provide funding for 
the interns. 

“It was a dreant of,-mine,” 
Farnsworth said. “Wemodeled it after 
the Washington Seminar. In this pro- 
gram students meet together weekly 
and participate in an internship.” 

Farnsworth said 13 interns were sent 
to Japan during the program’s first 
year. Today seven of the 13 interns are 
back in Japan working for major com- 
panies. 

“We were surprised at how well they 
did,’ Farnsworth said. “One company 
told me, “We have students from 
Harvard and MIT and we don’t know 
what to do with them because we 
can’t communicate with them.” 

The Japanese government was so 
impressed with BYU’s students they 
began providing a grant for the interns 
in 1992, Farnsworth said. Students 
receive $1,400 to $1,800 a month 
from the Japan Foundation. They 
donate the money to promote the 
exchange of students and technology. 

“Normally the grant is only given 
for one year,’ Farnsworth said. “The 
Japanese government has been so 
impressed they’ve renewed it for three 
years.”

Travel costs will be payed for 
with the grant. The students are only 
required to cover their food and per- 
sonal expenses. 

Glynne Walley, a senior majoring in 
Japanese and Asian studies from 
Gambrills, Md., served his mission in 
Japan and returned last summer with 
the internship program. 

“They were impressed with my lan- 
guage skills,’ Walley said. 

Walley said his Japanese co-workers 
also liked practicing their English 
with him. é 

Like Walley, the majority of interns 
are BYU returned missionaries. Steve 
Sloan, a junior majoring in account- 
ing from Salt Lake City, will be work- 
ing in a Tokyo bank this summer. 

“T went on my mission to Japan and 
I want to see a different part of the 
country,” Sloan said. “It was an easy 
decision. The hard work and long 
hours will be worth it for four 
months.” 

Most interns are amazed at how lit- 
tle they actually know of Japanese 
culture, Farnsworth said. 

“Our students get inside,” 
Farnsworth said. “The interns work 
closely enough with Japanese busi-

nessmen that they begin to share what 
they feel. The Japanese let down their 
facade.” 

Farnsworth’s roommate from 
Stanford University is now the foreign 
minister of Japan and the head of the 
most important political party in 
Japan — the Liberal Democratic 
Party. 

Walley said Farnsworth has made 
connections in Japan which have pro- 
vided students with many different 
internship opportunities. This year 
more interns will be going to Japan 
than ever before. Grades and teacher 
recommendations are reviewed before 
choosing interns, Farnsworth said. 

Each intern is then interviewed in 
Japanese and English. The Japanese 
interviews are videotaped and sent to 
possible employers in Japan. 

“We look for something the students 
can offer the company,” Farnsworth 
said. 

Farnsworth said the internship pro- 
gram is open to all majors. 

“This is a unique program for the 
U.S.,” Farnsworth said. 

“No one has anything like it — nor 
is there anything like it at BYU in 
other areas.”

To save the man 
she loves, she must confront an 
enemy who personifies her own self- 
doubt and the institutions which have 
oppressed the American Indian peo- 
ple. 

The wisdom of her grandmother 
helps her overcome these challenges, 
and realize a new vision of a harmo- 
nious and richly diverse society. 

Ross is a Salt Lake City playwright 
and poet whose plays have been pro- 
duced locally and nationwide. She has 
taught over fifty different courses in 
arts and humanities at several univer- 
sities and colleges, according to 
Frisbie-Goins.

BYU finished with 129.5 points, 
edging out Air Force with 126. Other 
scores were UTEP 121.5, Fresno 
State 104, CSU 87 and Wyoming 84. 
Despite only scoring four points, the 
Utes were spared the agony of finish- 
ing last by New Mexico, which only 
managed three points of its own. 

BYU relied heavily on the solid 
efforts of the Cougar athletes.

In the 3000 meters, Mark Johansen 
took second, followed by Brandon 
Rhoads in third and Craig Lawson in 
fourth. The three shuffled it up a little 
in the 5000 meters, with Lawson tak- 
ing second, Johansen in third and 
Rhoads in fourth. 

Randall Himes was fourth in the 55- 
meter hurdles and the mile relay, and 
distance medley teams also both took 
fourth. Lance Greer soared to third in 
the high jump.
